Shorldnn, Dawes{Cheyenne and Sioux,
orsuch of them as the main line and
branches may be conducted therein, The
amount of capital stock 18 $6,000,000, di-
videil into shares of 100 each, nnd the
incorporators are Ovando J. ilollester,
Muurice W, l'\'.ﬂighn, Johin L Puackard,
onald MoLean and James 1.

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LGWHAT BECAME OF THE COIN.

The Mysterious Disappearance of an
Entire lssne of Silver,

New York San:  "“There I8 something
curious about the American dollar and
hall doliar of the eoinagaof 1804, waid a
wellknown numismatist of this  gity.
“In that yoar something like 20,000 of the
dollars wore eoined, but itis n singnlar
fnct, asis now known, Lthat not one of
themiwas known to be in cirenlation. Yet
the most  valuable of all Amerlean
coing are two 1504 dollnrs which are in
will-known enlloctions. They are valued
at $2,000 ench, It has been determined
to the satisfaction of every numismatist
that those twa dolinrs were not coined
until 1828, although they wore strock
from the original 1801 die: They wera
secrotly, made, although such a pro-
| evdure g a penal offense, for somo ona
high in intluence nnd anthority, who «lo-
sired them for cortain coin collegtions,
It hins never boen positively ascertained
liow the surreptitious work was accom-
plished, but there is no doubt that it was
done, '\\'h_v the dollar of 1M was never
seen in cireulation after leaving the mint
i= one of the unsolved government mys.

thousand pieces, A curions thing has
beon discoyered regarding the halt dol-
lur of 1805, which 15 not 4 rire eoin, ex-
copt in the ense of 1hose posspssing  thoe
curiosity L speak of, which increnses the
value tenfold, ‘This isthat the ligure tive
in 1805 hes been struck over 4 figure four,
showing that the coin was really one of
the undiscovered minting of 1801 Whaut
beeame of the lavees issue of 1501 hult
dollars* No one knows or ever will
know; but it is evident that all of them
were not issued from the mint, and this
belief that there was some renson for
not desirmmg the coin to cireulata is
strengthened by the mint obliterating the
date on what was left by making 18305 half
dollars of them.

“There was no silver dollar issued from
the mint in 1895, yet 321 were coined, and
are in the hands of collectors to-day, just
4 they came fromthe die. Nodoilars
were coined by the government after that
unti] 1836, "

On the Eve of Gettysburg.

Augustus Branegee in the New York
Tribune: One evening at a crowded
arty given by Senator Dixon [ was forced

¥ the press into a corner, and on look-
ing around found my next neighbor was
Secrotary Stanton, By and by Dixon
caine slong, and spying us said: *‘Stan-
ton, tell lnm the sm-lle'.[;vtm-i'u old Abe
and you the night of the battle of Gettys-
burg.” Stanton related the following:—

Mr. Lineoln had been  excessiyvely
golicitous about the result of that battle.
It was known that Lee had erossed into
Pennsylvania, threatened Washingion,
and that battle had been joined near
Gottysburg, upon which in all prob-
ability, the fate of Washington mnr the
issue of the war depended. The tele-
graphic wires ran into thoe war depart-
went, and despatelies had been received
of the results of the first day’s fight,
which showed how desperate was the at-
tack, the stubbornness of the defense,
and that the result was indecisive.
All that day wand the next Mr. Lincoln

was in an agony of anxiety, run-
ning over, 88 wns his wont, to

the war otlice to ascertain for himself
the latest news instead of waiting for the
reports to be scnt to him by his subordi-
nales, Tuen came a long interval when
nothing was heard of Meade, and the
president  was wrought up to an in-
tense pitch of excitement. Night came
on, and Stanton, seeine the presidont
worn out with eare and anxiety, poer-
suaded him to retnrn to the winte house,
promising if anything came over the
wires during the night to give him im-
mediate information. At Inst toward
midmght came the eleetrie flash of the
great victory which saved the union,

Stanton seized the aispatch and ran as
fast ns he eould to the executive mansion,
up the stairs and knocked at the room
where the president wus oatching a fitful
slumiber. “Who is there?'’ he heard in
the voice of Mr. Lincoln. “Stanton.”
I'he door opened and Mr. Lincoln ap-
peared with a light in his hand peering
through the erack of the door, *'in the
shortest nightdress and Jongest legs,”
as Stanton said, he ever saw on a human
being., Before Stanton, who was out of
breath, could say n word, the president,
who had canght with unerring instinet
the expression of his face gave a shout of
.exultation, grabbed him with both arms
around the waist and daneed him around
the chamber until they were both ex-
hausted, They then sat down uponm a
trunk, and the president, who was still in
his vightdress, road over and over again
the telegram and then disenssed with him
the probabilities of the future and the re-
sults of the victory until the day dawned.

Such a scene at midnight between two
of the greatest Americans whom this
generation has produced, to whom an
all-wise providence bhad ocommitted in
largest measure the fate of republican
liberty in this western world, may not
atlord a subject for the lofuest concep-
tions of the poet or the palnter, but more
than any other incident within my
knowledge it shows the human nature of
these two great men, and brings them
home to the bearts and hearthstones of
the plain peoplo of whom Mr. Lincoln
was, on whom he depended and wnom he
loved. It shows him brooding all
throngh those throe awful days, with an
auxiety akin to agony which no one
could share—worn and weary with the
long and doubiful contliet between hope
and fear—treading the wine press for
his people alone. And at last, when the
lightning flash had lifted the dark cloud,
daneing like a schoolboy in the ecstacy
of delight and exhibiting a touch of that
h;:;n:u. nature which makes all the world
uKin.

As llook back over the intervening
vears (o tho great men and great events
of these historie days, his figure rises be-
fore my memory the grandest aud most
majestic of thom all, There were giunts
in those days, but he towered above them
like Popocatupeti or Chimborazo. He
was great in character, in intelleet, in
wisdom, in tact, in council, in speech, in
hieart, in person—in everything,

The intervention
of some scoundrels, who wonld probahly
be stealing horses had not the laws pro-
vided an easier, safer and move genteel
form of theft, has again cheated the peo-
ple out of, not _an ordinary, but a very
particular and  extraordinary choice.
The same thing has “happened’ many a
time before. It will happen again and
again, ad Infinitum and eternnlly, un-
li*ss something more ellicacious than the
usuul resolutions of indignation meet-
ings or the old style newspaper scolding.

To haggle,
to dodee or prevaricate, or rofuse to

pledgze themselves to earry out the peo-
plo’s wishes wonla be ye unprofos-
sionnl and would be damngzing to their
chiaracter as villeins. And they will muke
any plodge their constituencies may ex-
actto secure their eleetion.  Their object
in getting elected is obviensly a premedi-
tated and specitic one. They hava de-
¢ided in advanee upon tke purpose or
purposes they intend to accomplish, and
to serve the people honestly is fur from
being one of them, They know, if not
by personal experience, cortainly by ex-
nmple, thnt corruption money will be
lavishly expended by the monopoly pm-
rates 1o purchase the serviee of the incog,
thieves. They sccordingly sell-out when
the epportumty comes, and in addition
totheir silaries pocket the price of their
tredason.  No thief, no robber, no pirate
of the milder type, knows of any easier
way on eurth to make mwoney, one 0 on-
tircly exempt from punishment as this,
To hurl indignation resolutions in the
most indignant and  resolute manner
possible, or any sort of wordy missiles in
the most savioge and unrelenting fury at
such hard shell and depraved specimens
of humanity ns these s like trying 1o de-
molish a goose with vigorous discharges
of water from a toy squirt gun.  They
surely must luugh at the people for their
supreme guthibility and  cluldlike methe-
ods of resentment for an injury anda
erime the equal of which would, if com-
witted in the conduct of their legitimute
business, (horse stealing) very likely ecost
them ther lives.

[t seems impossible that the politieal
treachery, such a3 has just cheated tne
people of Nebraska out of their distinetly
chiosen senatorial representative, should
have been tolerated until the present
time, anid thoy know, or should know,
very well that until a change bus been
made in the way of dealing with thoso
of their representatives, who, evidently
for a consideration, turn  traitor ane
halp their enomies, that the only thing
they ean be sure of in the future js a
constant and regular repetition of this
most bheinous and far-reaching of all
crimeg, To wait for them to volunuarily
abandon thelr infamous practices, or to
expect any new or different results from
the old system of paper bullets hitherto
used ns correctives and reformatives, Is
utluully futile nnd 1diotio,

I'o get into a responsible and salariod
oflice for the very evident purpose of se-
cnrmﬁ the salary thereof, together with
such bribes as monopolies and wealthy
corporations are nowadays otlering to
carry their villainons scliemes against
the people, should be held as eqnivalent
to and punished with severity known to
military law, and inflicted on the poor
weary soldier who happens to be over-
come by the tatigue of too ardoous ser-
vice, and is caught gleeping while in the
lu..-rfunmmce o?guard or picket duty.
I'he soldier in such cuse is shot to death,
yet hig offense can hardly be ealled o
crime. The net of sleeping possibly wae
pot deliberate and intentional, but may
rather have been an  accldent re-
sulting from phyaical exhaustion, Yot
for all that the necessities of the ocension,
the great dunger impending amd threat.
vning the l’“'“l"“ who are ;lulwnuliu(_i on
hiz falthful serviee and constant and un-
remitting vigilance; the people who pay
him for such service, though involuntary
and poorly paild it may be, bold him to a
most rigid and  absolute performance
thereof, and for sueh delinquency as that
1o question he is summarily shot, For
desortion the penalty is the same. In
military saffairs expericnee has shown
:mll_ demonstrated the necessity of on-

forving such laws, and all soldjers
whether \':l|_l]il{l'.|" or conscrint  are
equally subject to  their  mexorable

stringeneies and operation, The annuals
of war testify that sach laws have fre-
gquentdy been executed and mnoy a soul
therchy scnt to eternity for an act far
less criminal in its jutent, extent and
mesning than are those of tha unetnous
pumw.-;T'm.-u als who Inrgely compose our
representative bodies, and who by their
connivauce, collusion, desertion and
tronson, encoursge, assist, surrender,
scll out to the enewies of the people who
pay them, and all this with perfect cor-
pureal impunity.

He evidently dis-
trusts his own honesty, and if he so
inanifestly distrusts himself the people
huve thereby the stronguest reason to re-
guard him with grave suspicion, DBut
rogues wonld be awmply safa under its
working, a8 they are under noobligations
to serve the public in an offieial eapacity.
Only honegt men would eare to accent
responsible positions of publie trust, and
political raseality would be a thing of the
past. There are bonest men enough to
run the machinery which makes and ad-
ministers the laws, and they too wonld
ail pe in much less danger of ineurring
liability to sufler from the effects of vio-
Iations of lnw than is the soldier. While
the death penalty 18 now attuched to cer-
tain infractions of the eivil law, 1o extend
it pradently to a fow others, the peoply
would not be thereby exceeding their
power to make and exeente speh laws as
recent experience has shown to be im-
peritively pecessary for the securny of
domeste petce and national perpetuity.
As it now is many really innocent, well-
meaning and fuithful soldliers are shot
dead for possibly n short and mouch-
needed nap, and undar the proposed new
civil reghne none but the nrofessors of
political chicanery and compound tren-
son would suffer from its operation in the
civil braneh of our government.

On the other hand, another reform to
co-operata with the one just outlined
should be simultaneously instituted.

Corporation  and monopoly  lobbies
which persistently hang around onr leg-
islaturos to sway the current of legisla-
tion by their victous andiniguitous meth-
oils, .‘iﬁl)lllil be promptly stamped out,
Not n vestize, nor any scemblivico of I,
shiomld be allowed to remain, Itisan
astonishing fact that it now exists, and
shows either that the people collectively
are a set of mummies or are culpably
loyal to o proseriptive  governmont,
Searcely would any free Ameriean oiti-
zen, i his own individua! business con-
cerns, for o moment tolerate a similar
interferenes, one so ln-mum'-n[ullh Lnpu-

dent and domnable a8 thnt enlled “lob-
bying' in our state and national legisla-
tures. lLobbyving, asit is earricd on in
the interest of the railroad highwayvmen
nnd other hrig fish monopolics, 15 an
tmposture alnios ‘--UI.] in its dinbolism
to tronson itself.
